To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the County of Carroll in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Paul School in said Wakefield 
on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, 1993 at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following articles, numbered 1 through.6: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year: 


ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the town zoning ordinance as 
follows: Amendment redefines the limits of the Business and Commercial 
zoning district in the Union section of Wakefield? 


ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the town zoning ordinance as 
follows: Amendment allows communication towers to be placed by 
special exception in the Business and Commercial zoning district, Light 
Industrial zoning district, and in the Agricultural zoning district? 


ARTICLE 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the town zoning ordinance as 
follows: Amendment generally revises current Historic District portion of 
the zoning ordinance by updating references to New Hampshire statutes 
and making other minor textual changes? 


ARTICLE 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of the Heritage 
Commission Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board?

(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote 
required). 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of eighty-six thousand, five hundred dollars ($86,500) for a limited 


revaluation of all real estate in the Town? (NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of reappraising 
the real estate in the Town; to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000) to be placed in this fund; and to 
designate the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. 
(RECOMMENDED BY THE BUDGET COMMITTEE) (Majority vote 
required). 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to add to the existing Capital 
Reserve Fund for the future cleanup and closing of the Wakefield Landfill 
site, and to designate the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend.

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to authorize a change in its 
regional planning commission membership from the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission to the Strafford Regional Planning Commission;

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT - 1992 


1992 has been an exciting year, with many accomplishments and 
firsts for the town, and new opportunities. These range from the 
successes of the Community Stewardship program, part of the 
Governor's Commission on New Hampshire in the 21st Century, 
advances in publicizing the town through the WERC committee, new 
parks being created, and many other projects throughout the community. 
These are a direct result of the work of a large number of dedicated 
people who have contributed their time and efforts. 


Wakefield took part in the Community Stewardship program, the 
third of five to take place in the state. This has helped Wakefield review 
and clearly define its identity and create a plan to rebuild the economics 
of the town, while preserving the rural and historic character. Our 
participation coincided with the DOT (Department of Transportation) 
embarking on a $2,000,000 federal project to review the Route 16 
corridor. This helps put Wakefield in the forefront of defining the future 
of one of Wakefield's prime assets. 


The Stewardship Program led to expanding the Turntable Park 
Project in town to incorporate a linear park between Sanbornville Village 
and Wolfeboro Center. This is part of the Rails-to-Trails conservation 
program, and provides an excellent multi-modal use of the existing 
railroad corridor from Sanbornville to Wolfeboro. It can provide hiking, 
cross country skiing, snowmobiling, "putt-putt" rail vehicle operation, bird 
watching, nature trails and many other uses. A tri-town committee of 
Wakefield, Brookfield, and Wolfeboro is currently proceeding on this 
project. 


The Selectmen (John and Earl) perambulated (walked) the in-state 
town lines. This must be done every seven years. They covered our 
common lines with Milton, Middleton, Brookfield, Wolfeboro, Ossipee, 
and Effingham. They confirmed that they had not moved. In view of the 
Selectman's tired feet, it was a good thing that the Maine border lines 
did not have to be walked as well! 


The town operated with a municipal budget reduced 11 % over the 
previous year, and maintained or improved the quality of services for 
most areas. Roads and road maintenance remain a problem. Last years 
Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP) showed that $300,000 to 
$400,000 a year is currently required to bring the towns’ roads up to 
Standard over the next ten years. Due to the continuing recession, the 
town was able to budget only $170,535 for this purpose.

Another impact of the recession is the double digit "official" 
unemployment for the town. It is down over the year, but still remains a 
challenging problem as seen on the following chart. The high 
unemployment shows up in the extremely high number of tax lien deeds 
this year, 30 properties. The Selectmen and other town officials have 
worked hard to provided means of helping those property owners who 
made an effort to regain title to their properties, but many still remain to 
be resolved. So far, 5 of the 30 who lost title to their properties have 
been able to redeem them. It is noteworthy that, despite the high 
unemployment, the town welfare was down this year, to only about 
$12,000 in 1992 compared to $17,500 in 1991.

Wakefield is striving to deal with the unemployment problem, and 
provide a future for the youth of the community through the dedicated 
efforts of the Wakefield Economic Resource Committee (WERC). One 
item for consideration of the town is a $350,000 federal grant, with 80% 
from the federal government and 20% local match. This money is to be 
used for economic development, to invest in assisting new and existing 
businesses to create new jobs in the community. These grants are 
normally 50% matching funds, but due to the high unemployment in 
Wakefield, we are eligible for an 80%/20% grant. The money, after it is 
initially invested in the project, comes back to the town when the project 
is sold, leased or loans repaid, for use again. This could include such 
items as sewer, water, roads, solid waste disposal and other 
infrastructure related to economic development. Thus, for the 20% 
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invested now, much larger benefits can accrue to the town. This will be 
voted on at Town Meeting as to whether the Town should provide the 
matching funds. 


This year, the state finally responded to the Town of Wakefield's 
submittals on the landfill closure plans. Their letter of response on 
January 14, 1993 recommends the town terminates the use of the 
landfill between 1996 and 1997 rather than 1998 as currently proposed 
by the town. The towns' Solid Waste Advisory Committee is reviewing 
and working to cost effectively and expeditiously resolve this. Current 
plans call for a staged closure of the landfill to make best use of the 
remaining capacities and meet our environmental responsibilities. The 
plan is to minimize the impact on the Town and Taxpayers during the 
transition over the next decade. 


Another issue is the Fuel Depot remediation. This is a long term 
project to clean up from the leaks in the underground fuel tanks that 
were removed from the fuel depot last year. The ODD (Oil Discharge 
and Disposal cleanup) fund has covered the majority of the cost impact 
to the town because the town had maintained the records and filed 
appropriately with the state, due to the diligence of the Town 
Administrator and past selectmen. Some remaining items, as 
monitoring test wells and the like, must be funded by the Town. 


All in all, this year has seen many accomplishments and 
achievements from the dedicated action of the members of the 
community. While challenges remain, some real opportunities are 
available to the Town to rebuild its economy from the ravages of the 
recession while maintaining and building the rural and historic character 
we have. 


As last year, the selectmen would like to thank all the people who 
help the town operate. This includes all the volunteers on all the town 
boards, all the Town employees, and all the citizens who involve 
themselves by voting, attending meetings and offering suggestions 
throughout the year.

ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wakefield 
Wakefield, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements and the combining and individual fund financial statements of 
the Town of Wakefield as of and for the year ended December 31, 1991, 
as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for 
our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above do not include the General Fixed Assets Account 
Group, which should be included to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded in the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Assets 
Account Group results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the

The accounts of the Town of Wakefield for the year of 1992 have

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WAKEFIELD AREA AMBULANCE ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 246 calls during 
1992. These included 79 motor and water accidents, 178 home and 
sudden illness calls, and 26 fire calls. A total of 164 patients were 
transported to the hospital of which 125 were residents, 4 responses 
were for mutual aid to other communities and 7 responses were for 
mutual aid to Wakefield when more than one ambulance was required. 


We currently have 21 members of which 13 are emergency medical 
technicians. Of the 13 EMTs 7 are qualified for defibrillation and 3 are 
qualified for intravenous treatment. We have 3 members who are 
Advance First Aid qualified, and 6 members that are presently enrolled in 
an EMT course to be completed in the spring of 1993. 


During 1992 the Corps logged over 2000 hours of voluntary service 
on ambulance calls and training with no compensation other than 
personal pride and satisfaction of help to others in need. 


Statistics show that more requests for assistance were on 
Wednesday and Sunday and that January, May, July, September and 
December were the busiest months. 


The Wakefield Ambulance Association made up of Corps members 
and interested townspeople donated over $1500 in equipment from 
memorial and regular donations. Two significant items were a scanning 
radio for use by the Captain, and a set of CPR manikins for training 
donated in memory of Mrs. Lillian McClary by friends and family. 


Any person who would like to assist the Ambulance Corps but has no 
desire to be a medical attendant could do so by joining the Association. 
Any interested person can call Charlotte Palmer. 


Please remember the Corps still holds a free monthly blood pressure 
clinic the first Wednesday of each month at the Fire Station from 10:00 
a.m. until noon. Anyone interested is welcome to come in and have their 
blood pressure checked free of charge.

The Agency now provides nursing; physical, occupational and 
speech therapy services; health aide, and medical social services. 
Nursing visits are available 24 hours a day utilizing an on-call system. 


The Agency staff made 30 3/4% more home visits in FY 1992;

Funding for these services is received from Medicare and other 
insurances, fees collected and a grant from the N.H. Bureau of Maternal 
and Child Health.

WHAT DOES THE TABLE TELL US? 








1. Assessed property values in the Town are now considerably in excess 
of market values. That is not necessarily bad if all properties were equally 
over-assessed, which they are not (see below). 


2. Land is now over-assessed far more than buildings. (In the last three 
years since the revaluation of the Town in 1989, we have received some 
2,000 applications for abatement (reduction). Of these, about 100 had to do 
with building information or rates. The majority of complaints, thus, were the 
land assessments). 


3. There is now, in our opinion, an unacceptable spread between the 
market value (sales Prices) of like-assessed properties. This is depicted by 
the Coefficient of Dispersions (COD), which is a measure of the variation 
away from the average. A COD of 0 would tell us that all properties were 
equally over-assessed. The average for the State for 1991 was 16.4, as 
compared to ours which is 37.6. State data was not available for 1992, as 
of press time (2/12/93). 


In addition, we have come across hundreds of individual errors in as- 
sessments made in the revaluation of 1989 that do not show up in the Table 
because the properties were not sold. Although we are attempting to correct 
these, the numbers are, frankly, beyond our ability as a part-time board to 
correct within the next couple of years. This leads to further unfairness to our 
taxpayers. 


Conclusion: Regrettably, we conclude that a majority of our taxpayers are 
being inequitably taxed and that a revaluation of the Townis in order. To that 


end, we have asked the Board of Selectmen to introduce an Article in the 
Warrant.

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1992 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In addition to snow removal, regular maintenance and road repair, the 
Highway crew worked on the following projects during 1992:

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Wakefield Conservation Commission was established in March, 
1988 by Town vote (RSA-36A), consisting of five members appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. Meetings are held the second Monday of each 
month at 12:30 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is welcome to attend. 


The purpose of the Commission is to research use of local land and 
water areas, and establish an index of open space and wetland areas as a 
part of public information and to review requests for filling, dredging and 
docks that are sent to the Wetlands Board. We do not have decision 
making powers, but makes recommendations to the State and local 
agencies. 


This year we have reviewed 50 applications, made several onsite 
inspections and are in the process of mapping the open spaces and 
identifying the wetlands. Onsite inspections are made in line with the 
policy of the Department of Environmental Services Wetlands Division. 
The State is putting more emphasis on the local boards to assist in the 
review process. 


We were fortunate to be able to send a Wakefield youth to UNH 4-H 
summer camp. Any gifts of money may be put into the Conservation 
Fund and allowed to accumulate from year to year for the purchase of 
land and development rights.

PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


As in every one of the past five years, 1992 saw additional 
improvements in the Parks and Recreation Department. We introduced a 
Summer Arts and Crafts program and had our first ever Fishing Derby. 
Both were booming successes. We also saw the establishment of the 
Turntable Park become a reality together with the renovation of the 
Turntable itself. A committee is now raising funds to put a "World Class" 
playground on the site of the existing Skating Rink which will be moved to 
another location. Hopefully, next year will see the playground become a 
reality. Additionally, we now have outdoor lighting at the Paul School, this 
improves an already excellent football program, as it now allows us to 
practice after dark. Our Panther football team won the Rochester Youth 
Football Championship for the third straight year - a record. A soccer 
program with an outstanding volunteer coach was organized and is now 
in full operation. 


All of our programs did extremely well in 1992, with our corps of 
volunteers growing in both quantity and quality. We now require that all 
volunteers who coach children, regardless of the sport, be N.Y.S.C.A. 
(National Youth Sport Coaches Assn.) qualified. 


It is the consensus among both local law enforcement officials and 
the teachers at school, that because, in part, of these youth directed 
programs, juvenile delinquency in Wakefield is no longer the problem 
that it once was. Our kids now have a place in their town - and they are 
proud of that - and as a result, our town is proud of our kids. 


We are delighted to report that all of these accomplishments were 
made with no increase in our budget. 
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WAKEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Police Department, and law enforcement in general, is 
experiencing a period of transition. The traditional police functions of 
keeping the peace and protecting persons and property, sometimes 
seem hidden by new and time consuming demands and expectations. 
The recent expansion of Domestic Violence laws, the increased 
reporting of Child Sexual Abuse, and the long overdue attention to 
victims rights, while steps in the right direction, all impact tremendously 
on the departments resources. 


The department continues to upgrade training to enable our officers 
to meet these ever changing and increasing demands and expectations, 
while still providing the basic preventative patrol function.

The past three 
summers we have been open on Saturdays as well but a decision has not 
been made for the summer of 1993. 


Circulation during 1992 was 982, broken down into 883 adult fiction; 
39 adult non-fiction; 30 children's books and 10 magazines or 
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periodicals. New books added amounted to 43 adult fiction. There were 
some gifts of money for which we are grateful.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our 
largest fire was in May in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned 
approximately 150 acres with a total cost of approximately $30,000. The 
N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other communities in 
wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 
acres. Our major causes of fires were fires kindled without a permit, 
unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire 
prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, "No 
person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or 
burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the 
ground is covered with snow, wi fir ining a wri l 
r ir rden h wn wh h rni 
done.” Violation of this statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The 
small average fire size of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the 
public or our fire tower system and the quick response of our trained local 
fire departments. Please help your Warden and fire department by 
requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 


The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total 
of $20,000 in 50/50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and 
wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

1992 REPORT 


During 1992, the Wakefield Fire Department roster consisted of 53 
members. The membership included 1 Fire Chief, 1 Assistant Fire Chief, 
7 Officers, and 44 Firefighters. 8 department members are State of N.H. 
certified: Firefighter - Career Level. 3 members successfully completed 
the State of N.H. certified: Firefighter | course during the year, bringing 
the total number of certified Level | firefighters in the department to 11. 
Many of these Level | firefighters have signed up to attend the Career 
Level class being sponsored by the Wakefield Fire Department, 
beginning in January, 1993. Two department members completed a 16 
hour Forest Fire Course sponsored by the York County, (ME), Fire 
Chief's Association, one of whom elected to take the "Step Test" 
qualifying him to join crews from N.H. and ME when they are called to fight 
forest fires in the western states. All Fire Department members are 
required to attend monthly training sessions designed by the Fire 
Department's Training Officer. 


The Wakefield Fire Department responded to 156 emergency calls 
during 1992. This number is slightly lower than the total number of calls 
during 1991. This decrease is more evident in the total number of 
manhours worked. The 1992 manhours totalled 2,650.25 hours, which is 
almost 750 hours less than the 1991 total. The number of hours of truck 
useage in 1992 was 706.5 hours, (including trucks out of the Union 
Station), showing an increase over 1991 of 258.5 hours. These changes 
are the result of using more "in town" apparatus for emergencies, thereby 
requiring less assistance from outside departments. The decrease in 
manhours is a reflection of our efforts to reduce labor costs by releasing 
unnecessary manpower from emergency scenes more effectively.

A significant increase in the number of structural fire calls this year is 
due primarily to an increase in the number of calls to provide mutual aid to 
neighboring departments for structural fires. Another significant increase 
is the number of calls during 1992 for illegal burning. The number of 
illegal burning calls in 1992 was almost 3 times the number of 1991 calls. 
It is New Hampshire State Law that all outdoor burning requires a written 
permit issued by the town forest fire warden. During 1992, 4 court 
summonses were issued for illegal burning, (burning without a permit). 
Before starting any outdoor fire, contact the Wakefield Forest Fire 
Warden or the fire dispatch at: 539-2261 (1-800-552-8960 from 473 
exchange phones). 


As a reminder to all the people of Wakefield, the Wakefield Fire 
Department is a part-time, volunteer fire department. Although it is not 
uncommon to see activity around the fire stations at any hour of the day, 
they are not manned at all times. Particularly during the night, all of the 
Stations are unmanned. By going to the fire stations in the event of an 
emergency will only waste precious time. The fastest response to your 
emergency will be achieved by calling the 24 hour dispatch center at 539- 
2261 (1-800-552-8960 if calling from 473 exchange). Self adhesive red 
stickers with these numbers are available at the fire stations or from fire 


department members.
